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Tr.  lSf9  one  Francois-Antoine  Hourget  from  Fochburgund,  now 
caller!  "Haute  Bourroigne",  together  with  his  nine  children  in  eras 
from  ten  to  thirty-four,  emigrated  to  Alsace-Lorraine  "because  of  his 
Frotestant  religion  during  the  time  of  the  persecution  cf  the  Huguenots . 
Four  of  these  children  were  already  married  and  had  children  of  their 
own.  Their  names  can  no  longer  he  determined  today  since  the  married 
children  of  Fr&ncois-Antoin e  Hourget  shortly  aftemwrds  separated  from 
their  father,  some  going  to  the  Pfalz  end  others  to  Holland  in  order 
to  find  a  place  to  live  arid  work .  This  original  ancestor,  Franeois- 
Antoine  Hourget,  was  a  so-called  major  Lomus  and  was  in  charge  of  a 
castle  belonging  to  a  French  prince.  He  was  a  member  of  the  lower 
French  nobility.  He  called  himself  "de  Hourget".  Since  he  loot  all 
his  property  "because  of  his  flight,  he  became  a  wine  grower  and  the 
children  who  remained  with  him  married  one  after  the  other.  Vy  father’s 
family  traces  its  descent  from  one  of  these  children  and  held  their 
title  of  nobility  until  the  French  Revolution.  In  the  village  of 
Tunsel  in  Baden  there  exist  inheritance  records  for  the  years  1703  to 
l8l0  for  members  of  the  Hourget  family.  At  the  present  time  the  mayor 
is  having  a.  search  made  iii  the  Provincial  Archives  in  Karlsruhe  for  the 
first  names  of  the  testators  and  deceased  members  of  the  family  Hourget. 

V.y  grandfather  was  bom  in  Tunsel  in  1821;  his  fat]  er 
was  Phil in-Adolf  who  was  bom  in  1789 .  There  are  also  estate  records 
in  existence  there,  because  some  members  of  the  family  dried  childless. 

At  t be  time  of  the  French  Revolution  there  resided  in  Thann  in  Alsace 
a  brother  of  Philipp  who  is  also  supposed  to  have  had  in  his  possession 
some  family  papers  which  were  lost,  however,  in  the  confusion  of  that 
period.  A  sen  of  the  old  "de  Eourget"  was  n^rred  Cornelius  and  this 
name  as  well  as  the  names  Fhilipp,  Adolf,  Franz-Anton,  Louis,  deques 
have  remained  in  the  family.  An  official  of  the  mayor’s  office  in  Thann 
told  me  that  many  old  records  v/ere  burned  during  the  bombr  rdr.en  1  of  1944-

No  proof  can  "bo  furnished  thnt  the  Burgetts  in  America  descend  from 
a  Francois-Antoino  BOirRGET,  French  Huguenot  refugee  in  Cermany.  7hlo 
theory  is  based  on  a  private  opinion  only  v/hioh  cnnot  be  conoidered,  nine-"' 
proof  must  bo  established  by  facts. 

The  beginning  itself  io  already  Rucpeot  in  mentioning  thnt  Francois- 
Antoino  Bourget,  fearing  the  anti-IIuguenot  persecution,  took  refuge  with 
bio  cliildren  in  Alsace-Lorraine  in  1669. 

At  this  point  it  io  worth  to  recall  that  in  1669  the  protestant  reli 
was  otill  loyally  tolerated  until  the  revocation  by  the  Edict  of  Nn r‘on  i_. 

I685.  On  the  other  part,  there  never  v/ae  n  province  Alsace-Lorrain  ;  this 
name  v/ns  attributed  to  the  "Imperial  Land"  consisting  of  Lorraine  a  i 
Alsace,  annexed  by  Gormany  after  the  victory  of  1871.  But  in  1669  ad 
during  the  entire  period  of  persecuti  >n  against"  the  protestants  aft<  r  1065, 
Lorraine  v/as  subject  to  th.e  same  laws  as  France  and  could,  therefore,  hardly 
provide  a  shelter  for  French  refugees.  Alsace  which  was  reuni'ea  v/j  i.h 
France,  except  Strasbourg,  by  tho  7/estphalien  Treaty  of  1648  was  cor  pletely 
ruined  and  destroyed  by  the  Thirty  Years'  War.  Strasbourg  v/as  not  1  ^united 
with  France  until  l6fil ;  the  conditions  contained  in  the  capitulation  of 
this  city  guaranteed  protestant  parir.hes  the  exercise  of  their  religion 
but  prohibited  them  from  granting  asylum  to  French  protestant  refuge -s. 

This,  of  oouree,  does  not  constitute  a  olaim  that  Frenoh  protestant 
families  of  the  name  Bourget  have  not  emigrated,  espeoially  •  itli  destination 
Germany.  Quite  to  the  contrary,  this  is  supported  by  the  publication  by 
R.  Beringuieri  Die  Colonieliste  von  1699 >  general  role  played  by  French 
refugees  in  Brandenburg  since  1699  (Berlin,  1888).  We  cite  two  findings!

That  may  v/e  step  back  and  take  up  the  matter  at  the  outset.  In  admitting 
thnt  EURG~TT  is  an  original  Frenoh  name  (v/hioh  is  possible),  its  original 
form  would,  have  to  be  BOURGET  or  BOURGUET. 

This  name,  without  being  too  frequent,  is  however  not  rare  in  France. 

It  derives  from  the  word  "bourg",  -  a  bourget  or  bourguet  therefore  is  a 
email  bourg.  In  topography  there  is  tho  Lao  du  Bourget  (Savoy)  and  the 
airport  of  Bourget  near  Paris.  The  most  outstanding  personalities  of  the 
name  are  Paul  Bourget,  contemporary  writer  and  member  of  the  Academie 
Francaise,  author  of  the  "Pupil",  and  Louis  Bourguet,  Huguenot  sage,  born 
at  Himes  and  fled  to  Switzerland  after  the  revocation  of  the  Fdict  of  Nantes.

His  brother, 
Salomon  Bourget,  was  dean  of  said  college  since  1657*  They  were  sons  of 
Salomon  Bourget,  burgher  of  Caen,  and  Suzanne  Louvet.  Daniel  and  Salomon 
Bourget  were  condemned  to  the  galleys  for  the  rest  of  their  lives  for  having 
assisted  a  religious  assembly,  the  election  of  Argentan,  1697*  A  widow 
Bourget,  pensioner  of  the  Netherlands  at  The  Hague,  17^3«

POTfRCTTHT  (Louis)  philosopher,  archeologist,  naturalist  and  mathematician, 
bom  April  23 ,  I678,  at  Himes;  died  December  31»  1742,  at  Neuchatel,  Switzerln- 

Bourguet  was  not  more  than  7  years  old  when  the  revocation  of  the 
Fdict  of  Nantes  forced  his  family  to  emigrate.  His  father,  a  wealthy  merchant 
in  Himes,  moved  afterward  to  Geneva  with  his  wife  Catherine  Key  and  their  son; 
but  since  1687,  after  a  short  stay  in  Lausanne,  he  settled  in  Zurich  where  he, 
with  his  associates  Jacques  Bourguet  and  Jean  Key,  established  a  big  factor;/ 
producing  silk  stockings,  muslin  and  other  luxury  materials.  The  ensuing  succa- 
made  him  decide  in  1689  to  establish  a  second  factory  at  Castasegna.  There  ha 
delegated  his  son  whom  he  had  made  to  follow  in  his  job  and  who  had  resigned 
from  college  despite  his  rapid  progress  thanks  to  his  astounding  memory.  But 
Louis  Bourguet  felt  little  inclination  toward  commerce;  on  irrestible  urge 
turned  him  back  to  the  scienoes.  In  1690  he  returned  to  Zurich  and  his  uncle 
Key  passing*  away  2  years  later,  he  reassumed  with  passion  the  studies  which 
he  was  forced  to  interupt.  After  a  6ide  trip  of  4  years  to  Venice,  1711-1715 1 
he  returned  to  Berne  where  hie  family  lived  since  1700. 

Bourguot  had  married  in  1702  at  Neuchatel,  Switzerland,  Suzanne  Jour dan, 
daughter  of  Claude  Jourdan,  of  Narvejolc,  having  taken  refuge  in  this  towh.  He 
beoame  a  widower  in  1738  with  4  children  of  whom  onedaughter  only  survived  him. 

Nothing  is  known  if  a  Bourguet  who  lived  1719  in  Berlin  and  was  employed 
as  a  counsellor  to  the  French  High  Court,  was  related  to  this  family. 


In  the  bulletin  ccf  the  French  Society  of  the  History  of  Protestantism 
there  are  numerous  places  where  the  names  Bourget  or  Bourguet  are  mentioned. 

As  this  research  has  not  been  accorded  much  proliferation,  a  few  detailo  are 
enumerated.

Protestant  church  of  Crocy  (Crocy-Fontaines,  9  1cm.  east 
of  Falaise).  The  name  Bourguot  is  found  in  tho  baptism  and  marriage  recist-. 
of  Crocy  (acta  of  1598  to  1605  and  1622  to  1634),  In  1599  "the  minister  of 
Crocy  was  Callot;  his  wife  v/as  Brissette  Bourget  and  his  brother-in-law 
v/as  Ft  ie nne  Bourget. 

Page  16.  In  1698,  Claude  Broueeon,  the  heroio  pastor  of  the  desert 
came  to  Crocy  to  officiate  at  an  assembly  made  up  of  a  number  of  so-called

cent  to  the  galleys,  among  others  were  Daniel  and  Salomon  Bourget . 

From  1733  to  1752,  42  children  from  Crocy,  of  the  families  Badouet, 
Bou.don,  Bourget,  Cermain  and  Painel,  were  by  order  of  the  King  pulled 
awcy  from  the  arms  of  their  fathers,  mothers  and  nurses  at  the  hospital 
of  Falaise  and  the  New  Catholics  of  Alencon;  the  majority  died.

In  1683,  Daniel  Bourget,  surgeon,  was  an  elder  of  the  Church  of  Crocy. 

Pages  450-488.  In  the  night  from  the  7th  to  the  8th  of  April,  1896, 
members  of  the  church  of  Crocy  met  in  the  village  of  Cordiers  in  the  stable 
of  a  Jl'r.  Pierre  Painel.  Tho  famous  minister,  Claude  Brousson,  was  passing 
through  Crocy;  he  held  communion  and  performed  several  marriages.  Among  thoeo 
the  one  o?  Jacques  Bourget  and  Guillemine  Pesnel. 

Crocy  v/as  a  rural  community  of  57  protestant  householders.  The  liberal 
trades  v/ere  represented  by  the  man  in  charge,  Pierre  Bourget  la  Perrelle  .

7.  Pierre  Bourget  la  Pesrelle,  common  husband,  his  wife,  2  boys  and 
1  daughter  (Pierre  Bourget,  common  husband  of  Nrs.  d’Orval,  47  years,  was 
married  in  the  Catholic  Church  to  Anne  Louise  Herbron,  of  the  parish  of 
Couterne,  in  1685.  Three  children:  Benjamin,  15  years;  Daniel,  5  years; 
and  one  daughter,  I/arie,  8  years,  who  in  1699  had  followed  the  instructions 
of  the  minister  of  Crocy.  Bourget  and  his  wife  who  had  revoked  the 
allegiance  in  1685  in  the  parish  of  Lignieres,  into  the  hands  of  the  minister 
of  Crane ey. ) 

10,  The  wife  of  Daniel  Bourget  condemned  to  the  galleys,  50  years  old, 
deprived  of  her  dowry  and  the  possessions  of  her  husband,  confiscated  and 
assigned  by  the  King  to  brigadier,  Lord  of  Franoeville. 

23.  The  widow  Jean  Bourget,  45  years  old,  her  3  children  and  is  a 
farmhand  with  ?4iss  Guitonniere  at  Crocy;  the  oldest  ohild  is  8  years  old; 
they  have  been  eent  to  the  hospital  of  Falaise. 

42.  The  wife  of  Salomon  Bourget  Beaupre,  40  years  old,  6aid  Solomon 
was  sent  to  the  galleys  at  the  latest  arrest  and  hie  property  wsd  oonfisoatod 
and  given  to  the  Lord  of  Franoville,  brigadier.  She  has  3  ohildren,  the 
youngest  thereof  8  or  10  years  old.
